While picking grass along the Western 
lawyland tracks in the East End1 of Han- 
ver,. under Track Foreman Ezrt> Mun»>- 
nert, » brother, Samuel Mumnierf of ? 
3altiraoTe, a section hand, was strsck by 
assenger train No. 38, in charge of Geo-. 
Vlauratfe, of Baltimore, going west finrfin- 
tantly killed about 9:30 o'clock on Traes- 
ay mornsng. At the train's approach all 
f the men left the work and stood along" 
ide the embankment except the unfortuw- 
te young man, who kept on with the- 
vork. not heeding the whistle of the en- 
ine, though it is the opinion of the other 
hands that Mummert saw the approach* 
ng train. The pilot of the engine struck 
him on the head, throwing the body a dis- 
ance of six feet, causing a fracture of the 
kull and dislocation of the bones of the 
neck. The train was going at a slow rate 


f speed and was brought to a standstill 
vithin a hundred feet of where the trage- 
v took place. The deceased held several 
)lades of grass in his right hand which he 
md evidently reached for when he was 
truck by the engine. Dr. Bittinger, the 
ompany's physician, was called and after 
an examination stated that Mummert's 
leath wis instantaneous. 


The deceased, who was about 35 years 
Id, was a sons of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel 
Vlummert, Blooming Grove, who survive.

WORSE THAN BEES 


SCORPION 18 A PEST OF 


TROPICAL REGIONS. 


THE 


It* Sting Much Dreaded, Though Sel- 


dom Fatal—Creature Has Long 


Been Known in the History 


of the World. 


The scorpion is a pest of the trop- 


ical regions. It never lives in our lati- 
tude. Its resemblance to the spiders 
and the crustaceans is quite apparent. 
While naturalists place the scorpion* 
in the class Arachnida, the class to 
which the spiders belong, their super- 
ficial appearance reminds one of the 
class Crustacea, the class to which the 
crabs and lobsters belong. 
The big 


pincers, especially, by which they seize 
aud hold their prey, give to the scor- 
pious the aspect of the crabs and lob- 
sters. 


The poison sting of the scorpion is 


located at the tip of the abdomen andt 
he appears to be fully conscious of his 
powerful weapon, R. N. Davis, curator 
oi the Everhart museum, writes in 
Scranton Republican. When running 
along the ground be holds the sting 
aloft as if to prevent injury to it by 
striking it against tbe ground. When 
it seizes its prey witb its pincers it 
searches with the tip of its abdomen, 
for a soft spot in the body of its prey 
and there inserts tbe poison stinger. 
If the animal is of considerable size 
it may sting it more than once. 
Much 


of its food, such as the eggs of insects 
and spiders, is obtained without any 
use of the stinger. The stinger is also 
used by him as a \seapon of defense 
against larger animals, in tropical re- 
gions the sting of the scorpion la 
dreaded as much as we dread the bite 
of the rattler. Although the scorpion's 
sting is not so severe as tbe bite of a 
rattlesnake, it is much worse than the 
sting ot the bee 
Fatal stings by the 


scorpion arn exceedingly rare. 


I am reminded of the scorpions at 


tbis time on account of receiving re- 
cently at the nnibeuni one of the large 
black scori'ions Irom .Urna. In Africa 
and India are found the largest of ail 
the scorpions. This African scorpion 
is preserved in alcohol and was pre- 
sented to the museum by Mrs. E. J. 
Lewis, she having received it from 
Mrs. John Job ot Newark, X. J. There 
are several other scorpions in tho 
mubcum. but none of them approach, 
this specimen in Ei/.e. 


Scorpions appealed 
< i u i f ' ^ early in, 


the history of the earth. Lor well lire- 
served remains of vlvm have b'-en. 
icund in tho upper silinun in both 
Kurope and America. 'ihe\ die found, 
too, in the carbouiieroud and tlioaa an- 
cient forms aic \ery similar to the 
living species. This is unusual in land 
annuals. 
Most 
land animals show 


great changes from one geological ago 
to the next. Marine aiumala especial- 
ly those of the deeper waters, change 
very slowly, but land animals change 
with comparative rapidity. 
In tho 


deeper waters tho temperature is al- 
most constant an.l the animal is al- 
ways wet. On the land the tempera- 
ture varies much in diiiercnt places 
ami in any place the temperature 
changes with tbe day and season. The 
amount of moisture from time to timo 
varies greatly. 
This variable envir- 


onment of the land animals tends to 
produce rapid changes and species die 
out and new species develop. 
Th.s 


scorpions, however, seem to be some- 
what exceptional, for the living spe- 
cies do not differ much from those 
living away back in paleo/oic time. 
Possibly the nocturnal habits of these 
animals ba\c had something to do with 
the slight changes the group bas un- 
dergone.

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Its Sting Much Dreaded, Though Sel­ 
dom Fatal—Creature Ha« Long 
Been Known In the History 
of the World. 


Tho scorpk)n is a pe3t of the trop* 
ical regions. It never lives in our latl* 
tudo. 
Us resemblanco to the spider» 
and tho crustaceans is quite apparent. 
While naturalists place tho scorpions 
in tho class Arachnida, tho class ta 
which the spiders belong, their super­ 
ficial appearance reminds one of the 
class Crustacea, tho class to Avhich tho 
crabs and lobsters belong, 
Tho big 
pincers, especially, hy Avhich they seize 
and hold their prey, give to tho scor­ 
pions the aspect of tho crabs and lob­ 
sters. 
The poison sting of the scorpion is 
located at tho tip of the abdomen and^ 
ho appears to be fully conscious of hi* 
powerful weapon, R. N, Davis, curator 
of tho Everhart museum, writes in 
Scranton Republican. 
W hen running 
along the ground he holds tho sting 
aloft as if to prevent injury to it by 
striking it against the ground. W hen 
it seizes its prey Avith its pincers it 
searches AVith the tip of its abdomen 
for a soft spot in tho body of its prey 
and there inserts the poison stinger. 
If tho animal is of considerable size 
it may sting it more than once. 
Much 
of its food, such as the eggs of insects 
and spiders, is obtained A v ith o u t any 
use of the stinger. The stinger is also 
used by him as a weapon of defense 
against larger animals. In tropical re­ 
gions the sting of the scorpion Is 
dreaded as much as avo dread the bite 
of the rattler. Although the scorpion’s 
sting i s not so severe as the bite of a 
rattlesnake, it is much Avorse than the 
sting of the bee. 
Fatal stings by the 
scorpion av(^ exceedingly rare. 
I am reminded of the scorpions at 
this time on account of receiving re­ 
cently at the museum one of the large 
black scorpions from Africa. In Africa 
and India are found the largest of all 
the scorpions.

This variable envir­ 
onment of tho land animals tends to 
produce rajiid changes and species die 
out and noAV species develop.

cies do not differ much from those 
living aAvay back in paleozoic time, 
l^ossibly the nocturnal habits of these 
animals havo had something to do Avith 
the slight changes the group has un­ 
dergone.

Such was the verdict rendered by 'Squire

six men. as follows: John R. Bittinger and 
L. L. Bittinger, of Bittingers, and A. P. 
Wagner, Rdy Taughmbaugh, L. V. Straley, 
and Allen Brashshears, of New Oxford, at 
the inquest held over the body of James 
Sullivan, found dead in front of the store 
of E. M. Bittinger, at Bittingers, onTues- 
moruing 
Dr. Seaks, of this place, was 


summoned to aid the jury. The steward 
from the eouaty almshous at Gettysburg, 
took charge of the body af t?r the inquest. 


Sullivan was about 60 years old 
He 


came to Btttsagers three years ago, and 
nothing is known from whence he came, of 
his relatives, or of his former life. 


Sullivan was found about 5 o'clock ly- 


ing dead over a bench, where he had tak- 
en his place on Monday afternoon, stay- 
ing there all evening in a drunken stupor. 
Life had been extinct for some time. "And 
by the position in which he was lying", 
was put in the verdict by the jury in con- 
nection with the cause of the man's death. 
His belongings gave up 68 cents and a 
cheap watch. Sullivan had but one leg 
when he came to Bittingers, and he stuck 
to his story that he had been at one time 
with Jesse James : nd his gang, that he 
was shot in the leg, and had to have it am- 
putated. The dead man was employed in 
the Bittinger stone quarries, making his 
home with a number of other laborers. 
Scratches were found on his left and right 
shouldi rs, but no marks of violence indi- 
cating death were found. It is thot there 
may be relatives in Philadelphia. 


Rendered Unconscious In Fall

Death of N. B. Carver. 


Napoleon Bonaparte Carver, one of 


Hanover's oldest and best known business 
men, died at his home in that place, at 
11:55 o'clock on Thursday iuorning,follow- 
ing an illness of two weeks from uraemia. 
Mr. Carver took to his bed late on Satur- 
day afternoon, having beea a regular at- 
tendant at the store up until that time. 
He was a^ed 84 years, 4 months and 26 
days, and was born in Gettysburg, the son 
of the late John and Gertrude (Weigand^ 
Carver, having becu the last surviving 
member of hie family. T!»e deceased was 
married in 1855 to Miss Josephine Stair, 
of Hanover. His wife preceded him in 
death, three years ago. Five children sur- 
vivo : Daniel S. Carver, William D. Car- 
ver, Mrs. Charles Wagnor and E. Fred 
Carver, all of Hanover, and Benjamin F. 
Carver, of Bayonne, N. J. 


At an early age, Mr. Carver worked on 


the Bosserman farm, near Gettysburg, 
later going to Hanover, where he learned 
the coach-trimming business under the 
late John Althoff. 
After serving an ap- 


prenticeship, he worked in Baltimore, up- 
holstering passenger coaches. He lattr 
moved back to Hanover aud for a while 
conducted a coach-finishing shop. In 1870, 
the deceased entered the mercantile busi- 
ness, opening a shoe store; Later he sold 
ready-made clothing and conducted a mer- 
chant tailoring »nd men's furnishing store. 
The late Lewis Groft became a partner in 
the firm of Grove & Carver, this partner- 
ship having been dissolved in 1SS1. In 
1882, John W. Little associated himself 
with Mr. Carver, and two years later sold 
his interest to T. J. Little, now clerk of 
the York county courts, the firm name re- 
maining Carver & Little. In 1898, two of 
Mr. Carver's sons, Daniel S. Carver and 
E. Fred Carver, purchased Mr. Little's 
interest, and then the firm name became 
N. B. Carver <t Sons, under which the bu- 
siness has since been conducted. For a 
number of years past, the business has 
been entirely in charge of his son, E. Fied 
Carver, and will be conducted as hereto- 
fore. 


Mr Carver was a member of Company 


I, 26th Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, 
Emergency Regiment, and served for GO 
days during the Civil AVar. He was a 
member of the Hanover Town Council for 
a number of years. He -,\ as a member of 
the Royal Arcanum; Major Jenkins Post, 
G. A. R., and Arcadian Social Club, and 
was a director of Mt. Olivet cemetery 
board, having been its president for the 
past twenty years. The funeral was held 
on Sunday afternoon,,the Rev. Geo. \V. 
Nicely officiating; Interment in Mt. Olivet 
cemetery. 


The name of N. B. Carver was signifi- 


cant of straighforwardncss and honest 
dealing, and it was he who established and 
stood at the head of one the best known 
business houses in southern Pennsylvania.

Custards. 
There are no more wholesome des­ 
serts for both the young and old than 
various custards. The flavor and man­ 
ner of serving may be varied so that 
they ^seem at eacii appearance like 
somefhing new. 
Some like chocolate 
flavor, others are fond of caramel, 
while nutmeg, cinnamon and flavoring 
x3xtracts make a variety of flavors. 
If a molded custard is desired it 
m ust be rich In eggs, if a simple 
steamed or baked cup custard, twi> 
oggs with a pint of milk gives a smooth, 
nice consistency. 
One of .tho secrets 
of a smooth velvety custard is to cook 
it just enough, and always over water 
or the cups set in water. A coarse cus­ 
tard that has separated into curds and^ 
whey is neither attractive nor NvholG'-' 
some as the egg and albu^dfTiTn of tho 
milk are both /^wi*tooVed. 
Set tho 
and put into a moder- 
oven, and >vhen they are firm near­ 
ly to the center remove, for the heat in 
the custard will usually bo suflicient 
to finish cooking it, after It has been 
removed if it is not takeji from tho 
water. 
Many fail in coulnng custard 
because they forget that the egg and 
milk still cooks if left in the water 
bath even alter taking from the oven. 
When making caramel it is well to re­ 
member that tho custard needs sweet- 
tming besides the ctaraniel, as brown­ 
ing sugar destroys some of its sweet- 
Dess.

HEW OXFORD ITEM. KBW 


GraaUr MiddUburg. 


The Middleburg Manufacturing compa- 


ny, now occupying a commodious building 
in Middleburg, has outgrown its present 
quarters 
Grief & Bros., owners, of Balti- 


more, were there, recently, and closed a 
contract with S. L. Johns for the erection 
of a building 100x140 feet, one story high. 
The building will be rushed to completion 
and be ready for occupancy by September 
1st, when, according to Mr. Johns, there 
will be 150 additional employes needed by 
this concern. Mr. Johns states that he has 
contracted with Lustbery, Nast & Com- 
pany, New York, to occupy the third story 
of the present building, where they will 
employ 100 operators in the manufacture 
of hifch grade shirts. The second floor will 
be occupied by the Stewart-Keith compa- 
ny, Baltimore, who will manufacture over- 
alls, employing about 70 operators. Mr. 
Johns has also contracted to furnish the 
electric power for operating these indus- 
tries. He states that he intends to esta- 
blish a school in Middleburg so that chil- 
dren between the ages of 14 and 16 may 
get the necessary schooling of 8 hours per 
week, as required by law. 


A crew in two automobiles, standardiz- 


ing the markers of the Lincoln Highway, 
passed thru this place on Friday. The 
markers are placed eight feet from the 
ground, six to a mile, two at each intersec 
lion and two at each turn in the towns and 
cities. It is expected that painting the 
road markers and standards over the trans- 
continental route of 3,333 miles from New 
York to San Francisco will require several 
months, and after it is completed this will 
be the best marked and longest highway 
in the world. The equipment for the work 
was donated by dealers in the various sup- 
plies used. There is now practical assur- 
ance that New Oxford will remain on the 
route of the Lincoln highway. 


A letter from Attorney John D. Keith 


was read before the Gettysburg Town 
Council on Monday evening in which he 
stated that he represents the Cameron 
Septic Tank company, of Chicago, and 
that his clients ask an immediate settle- 
ment on a claim of damages for infringe- 
ment of patents in the building of the Get- 
tysburg "septic tank." They base their 
claim on 3 per cent, per annum of the cost 
of construction, the total to date being 
$269.43. The communication was tabled

SOR/E NATURAL SOAP PLANTS 


Weeds of the Southwest That WilJ 


Produce a Copious 


Lather. 


In western Nebraska and Kansas, in 


Colorado, New Mexico and parts of 
Utah, Arizona, Texas and 
^Mexico, 


grow the plants commonly known as 
Spanish bayonet, boar gross or so^p 
weed, the Philadelphia Inquirer oh 
serves. 


The first name is suggested by tho 


stiff, sharp-pointed loaves that ttand 
like a cluster of bayonets round the 
ciown of the plant, as if to protet fc tlie 
tall spike of laige, greenish-white llow- 
ers that shoots up dip ing the eariv 
summer. The last named comof, from 
the use that the native peoples of 
these regions have long made of the 
plant, for it contains a substance 
known as saponin, which torms a lath- 
er iu water much like that of soap. The 
material can be used to wash articlos 
that would be injured by the alkalis 
of ordinary soaps. 
The roots of the 


plant, which contain most of the soap- 
like substances, are generally used. 


The Indians bruise these roots be- 


tween two stones and put them into 
cold water to steep for a few minutes. 
Then they stir the mixture vigorously 
and rub it between their hands, an 
operation that soon produces a copi- 
ous lather 
Then they throw away the 


root fibers and use the suds they have 
produced, 


Soap manufacturers have begun to 


use soap weed in making a mild soap 
for the toilet and for washing deli- 
cate fabrics. 
Ranchmen, on whose 


land the soap weed is a nuisance, can 
often se1! it for enough to pay for 
clearing the land. The weed can be 
dug at any time, dried, baled and sent 
by rail to the soap factories. The spe- 
cies of soap weed most commonly em- 
ployed is the large fruited Spanish 
bayonet, Yucca baccata, the fruits of 
which were formerly eaten, v/hen 
dried, by the Indians. 
Another com- 


mon species, Yucca glauca, is also cm- 
ployed as a source 6f tho vegetable 
soap.

SOME NATURAL SOAP PLANTS 


Weeds of the Southv/est That Wil/ 
Produce a Copious 
Lather. 


In western Nebraska and Kansas, in 
Colorado, New Mexico and parts of 
Utah, Arizona, Texas and 
¡\lexico, 
grow tho plants commonly known as 
Spanish bayonet, bear grass or soap 
Aveed, tho Philadelphia Inquirer ob­ 
serves. 
The first name is suggested by tho 
stiff, sharp-pointed leaves that stand 
like a cluster of bayonets round the 
crov/n of the plant, as if to protect the 
tall spike of large, greenish-white fiow- 
ers that shoots up during the early 
summer. *The last named comes from 
the use that th (5 native peoples of 
these regions have long made of the 
plant, ior it contains a substance 
known as saponin, which forms a lath­ 
er in w'ater much like that of soap. The 
material can be used to Avash articles 
that would bo injured by the alkalis 
of ordipary soaps. 
Tho roots of tho 
plant, which contain most of the soap- 
Jike substances, are generally used. 
Tho Indians bruise these roots be­ 
tween two stones and put them into 
cold water to steep for a few minutes. 
Then they stir the mixture vigorously 
and rub it .hetweeh their hands, an 
operation that soon produces a copi* 
oug lather. Then they throw away the 
root fibers and use the suds they have 
produced, 
Soap manufacturers have begun to 
use soap *\veed in making a mild soap 
for tho toilet and for w'ashing deli­ 
cate fabrics. 
Ranchmen, on whose 
land the soap weed Js a nuisance, can 
often sell it for enough to pay for 
clearing the land, 
The weed can bo 
dug at any time, dried, baled and sent 
by rail to the soap factorie.s. Tho spe­ 
cies of soap weed most commonly em­ 
ployed is the large fruited >Spanish 
bayonet, Yucca baccata, the fruits of 
which were formerly eaten, vi^hen 
dried^ by the Indians. 
Another com­ 
mon species, Yucca glauca, is also cm-. 
I/loyed a$ a source Of tho vegetable 
soap.

other narcotics to children by any but a physician cannot be too strongly 
decried, and tho druggist should not be a party to it. Children who are ul 
need tho atteiUion of a physician, and it is nothing less than a crime to. 
dose them willfully with narcotics.

AIHcs Advancing on Both Banks o1 
the Somme—Germans Retake Somo 
Positions. 


British troops have made a new ad­ 
vance nortlnvcst of Contalmaiscn, in 
the fleltl of their oiTensive north of the 
, Somme, it was oiïlcially announced. 
Three additional guns and several 
hundred prisoners were captured. Tao 
gain was scored by the capture of a 
small wooded district. 
While continuing thoir successec on 
the Sommo front the French have ex­ 
tended thoir offensive to the Cham­ 
pagne district where 500 yards of Ger- 
. man trencher, west of Mensil, were 
captured in a stcrm attack, says the 
Paris war oflice in its official state­ 
ment. 
Tliere was no infantry action 
north of the Sommo during tho night 
on that part of the line held by the 
French. 
South of the river in the 
sector of Barleux the French captured 
trenches and made 950 prisoners. 
The nev/ French positions around 
Biaches, one mile west of Peronne 
which were captured J ’rom the Ger­ 
mans on Sunday, arc being strongly 
organized. 
Positions captured by the British at 
Trones wood and by the French at 
Barloux have been strongly organiz­ 
ed. 
Positions captured by the British at 
Trones wood and by the Frcnch at 
Barleux have been reconquero'] by the 
Germans, the Berlin 
war office an­ 
nounced. Trones wood is north of the 
Somme, seven miles from Bapaume, 
nnd Barloux is south of the river, 
about three and one-half miles frcm 
Peronno. 
French military opinion character­ 
izes the capture of Blaches as a bril­ 
liant and important operation, v/hether 
the Germans are still holding on to the 
network of canals or have retreated to 
the other bank of the Somme. 
The 
French position on the last plateau 
hefore the Sorpme and the inirortant 
point of support afforded by the I’ap- 
ture of Blaches, give them direct com­ 
mand of the valley immediately above 
l^eronne. 
The French, by the capture of Bia­ 
ches, advanced their line south of the 
Somme a mile and a half, capturin
